I AM going to discuss in this paper 

and in not too great a detail, some 
of my results with the Rotgen ray and 
sume special results in a few hereto- 
fore obstinate diseases. 


It has been my good fortune since 


the first of the year 1900 to have had 


enough cases under my care to well 


establish in my own mind the curative 
value of this form of treatment. 

The first case of any importance to 
come under my care was Mr. H—, 
who presented an epithelioma of sev- 
eral years standing, involviug the 
upper lip and both sides of the nos- 


trils, extending half way up the sum- 


mit of the nose. He was immediately 
put under the ray without any other. 


form of treatment whatsoever. The 
first two exposures were of five min- 
utes duration at adistance of twelve 
inches aud with an interval of three 
days, At the third irridation, follow- 
ing an interval of three days, there 
was marked decrease in pain and odor. 


After this the irridations were given 


every day with exposures lasting from 


five to twenty minutes, the distance 


gradually decreasing until the tube 


was two inches from the growth. Af- 


_ ter the fourth exposure the pain and 


odor permanently subsided. Before 
treatment the pain had been so great 
that for several weeks the patient had 
to resort to opiates for relief. At 
about the tenth exposure there was 
some swelling in the nose and upper 


lips with considerable hyperzemia. 


The next day the patient presented 
himself with a lip completely denuded 
of all hair. From this day on the ex- 
posures were of twenty minutes dura- 
tion and three inches distance, At 
the twelfth exposure sloughing set in 
followed up by healthy granulations, 
when on the 33d day healing was com- 
plete. The only scar was where the 
cancer had previously eaten into the 
flesh to an extent of about } of an inch 
on each side of the nasal opening. 
Above this and on the upper lip slight 
depressed cicatiization could be seen 
otherwise than this there were no ir- 
regularities. The byperemia and 
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swelling was effectually treated with 
Xuform ointment (tri-brom. phenol 
bis. 10 per cent. solution). 

This case has been under my care 
ever since. There has been no recur- 


rence of growth, except a most lJuxur- 


ient moustache which is now oxidized 
to a straw white when formerly it was 
adark red. The color seems to be 
permanent. 

It has been said by Dr. Carl Beck, 
of New York, that one of the most ob- 
vious therapeutic values of irridation 
by the Reetgen light was that for hy- 
pertrichosis he claimed this form of 
treatment par excellence for large 


haired surfaces, and that galvano cau- 


tery and electrolysis should reec- 
ommended only when small areas were 
to be depleted. The above case of re- 
current growth of hair has been only 
one of 4 or 5 which has come under 
my notice. 

Together with all the other reports 
which I can gather concerning this 
action of the ray I think we have not 
sufficient data to prove it a depilatory 
agent—not until we have studied 
more closely the effects of irradiation 
on normal tissue at different intervals 
of time; different distances; different 
tubes; and different intensities of the 
radiant light can this be finally proven. 

Following this case of Mr. H—, .I 
received for treatment Mr. A—, who 
had been under about every known 
treatment for an epithelioma of the 
lower lip. For two years he had been 
in more or less pain. It was of the 
ordinary nodular, imbedded variety, 


having started from an irritated mole. 


The patient claims to have had a hab- 


it of picking this mole, already irritat- 
ed by the constant function of smok- 
— | 

The following other cases of cancer 
were treated: Mrs. T—, epithelioma 
of 11 years standing, on the temporal 
region. Miss N—, recurrent epithel- 
ioma of lower lip. Mrs. B—, epitheli- 
oma of left side of face, involving in- 


ner canthis of left eve. Mrs. H—, in- 


opperable carcinoma of right breast, 


age 75 years. Mr. C—, inopperable 


cancerous tumor of stomach. Mrs. 
K—, carcinoma of left breast. Mrs. 
M—, scirrus tumor of region of upper 
third of sternum, 

The technique involved in the above 
cases was the same. The exposures 
and distances and intensity of the ray 


were ip proportion to the extent of 


growth and susceptibillity of the pa- 
tient. | 

Of all the above cases of cancer all 
but three are successfully cured. In 
the inopperable carcinoma of the 
breast, and cancerous tumor of the 
stomach, the patients were so far ad- 
vanced with age and disease that they 
were unable to stand the strain of 
treatment and finally succumbed to 
the effects of the malady. One other, 
epithelioma of the lips and face, is 
still under my care; but owing to 


other illness coming on I was tempor- 


arily compelled to abandon irradiation 
of the affected part. 

Now, as to some other obstinate 
diseases other than cancer, which 
I have treated successfully with the 
Roeetgen ray. 

To me there has been nothing more 
aggravating to handle than the various

forms of eczema, particularly so if it 
has gotten itself down to a_ persistant 
habit of uction—the habit of recurring 
with secondary symptoms. I have so 
far treated two varieties of this dis- 
ease, namely, viz: Eczema fissum on 
the palmar surface of the hand and 
between the joints of the fingers, and 
eczema vesiculosum on the palmar 


and dorsal aspect of the hand. The 


effects of the irradiation were strik- 


ingly rapid and marked. In the clin- 
ical variety eczema fissum, pain on 
motion was entirely absent while un- 
der the ray and continued to hold 
this effect longer at each exposure un- 
til the case was discharged from tiis 
attack. So for there has been no re- 
currence after some five months. The 
patient says she is able to sweep and 
wash with no discomfort whatsoever, 
which was impossible. before treat- 
ment, 

The effect of the irradiation on the 
variety vesiculasum was most gratify- 
ing. 

I successfully treated two cases of 
this aggravating disease. 
hand and one on the glans penis. In 
both there was an abundance of min- 
ute vesicles, with their yellowish serous 


fluid: burning, redness, sweiling and 


intense itching were all there. The 
itching entirely subsided under the 
effects of the ray, and no new crops 
formed. After I had been treating 
this case of eczema on the hand for 
almost two weeks, with daily expos- 
ures, there was rapid drying and for- 
mation of yellowish crusts, which soon 
desquimated. There has been no 
The effect of irradiation 


recurrence. 


One on the

on the glans penis was not so marked. 
Probably due to the extreme care nec- 
essary in the treatment of these parts. 
I saw fit to apply here a small, soft, 
low vacuum tube of medium penetra- 
tion, giving treatments every third 
day, with exposures lasting only five 
minutes. For the want of a better 
test of penetration I used a_ simple 
plan as a guide standard, I procured 
a steel rod uf actual length six inches, 
and a diameter of one-fourth inch, and 
placed this before the flouroscope, us- 
ing different sizes of tubes connected 


-up with standard resistance; running 


into different strengths of current. 
The size and appearance of the rod 
varied according to the potential and 
kiud of tube used and the electromo- 
tive force. It was distinctly outlined 


and its size normal or it was a_ black 


shadow, with no distinct outline, or 
instead of one-fourth inch in diameter 
it was three-quarters or one-inch, or 
the 
case of a soft tube with a low vacuum 
you will not be able to get a clear de- 
fined picture of the hand. It will be 
hard to differentiate between bone and 
tissue. On acéount of the delicacy 
and swelling of the glans penis, and 
this method of low degree of penetra- 
tion, with the possible destructive 
effect of the ray, it was seven weeks 
before there was entire subsidence of 
all the symptoms of this eczema. So 
far the patient has had no recurrence. 

This biings me to the pomt where 
I was hoping to say of that trying 
malady, gleet, and as I will say in re- 
gards to cutaneous cancer and certain 


some proportion of the same, In 


skin diseases: Here is a cure now for 
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the established “dose.” I was hoping 
that this paper would enable me_ to 
say this with a certainty, but out of 
seven cases Of gleet under treatment, 
three only are discharged, cured. One 
Other, whose difficulty was due to hy- 
pertrophied prostate, is rapidly re- 
covering. SolIam compelled to re- 
port some future time on this method 
of treatment. 


As to the danger of burning with 


the ray, Iam not going to speak in 
detail for I believe all such cases are 
due to carelessness in the selection of 


tubes and technique of exposures, Of 


all my cases so far I have had but one 
burn and that I attribute to my own 
foolishness in following the advice of 
others An Eastern operator said, in 
slow responding cases, gcod results 
would follow an inflammation set up 
by the ray. ThisI tried to my ‘pa- 
tient’s discomfort, and to my own sat- 
isfaction disproved it. Asa chemical 
law, the greater the mass the greater 
the heat; so we have the greater the 
energy, and the higher the vacuity of 
the tube, the more intense is the ray 
the more penetration and the more 


energetic the action on the tissue. 
Recognizing this, giving due selection | 
to tubes, and keeping parts well sur- 


rounied by well-fitting lead masks we 
should have no difficulty. 

As to the action of the ray, itis held 
by some that it is a specific; again it 
is electro chemic or tropho neurotic 
and others claim it to be due to its 
anti microbic action. Iam not going 
to try and defend any one of these in 
particular, I believe its action is two- 


fold, that of a germicide asshown in

its curative action upon several forms 


of parasitic diseases of the skin, name- 
ly, viz: Tinea favuso, tinea tansurans 
and tinea sycosis, And its action upon 
culture grown bacteria, definitely 
proven by experimentation, and _ its 
other action due to its paralytic and 
heemostatic power on the nerves and 


_capilliaries supplying the new growth. 


In the case of cancer, under the in- 
fluence of the ray there is a benumb- 
ing of all sensation and an arrest of pas- 
sive hemorrhage. ‘This I have proven 
to my own satisfaction. Is not then 
the total force and energy supplied to 
the growth thus cut down? And if 
this action is kept up car. there be any 


new growth? Would there not be 


sloughing? Would healing not be the 
tendency? If growth is due to effects 
of micro-organisms, this would also be 


sufficient explanation. If itis due to 


the habit of growth and persistant 
cell formation; if it is due to counter 


affection or infectivity of epithelial 


cells it can be successfully explained 
by the theory of reduction of force to 


the new growth by a paralysis of the 


supply of energy. 

This action seems rational to me but 
whatever the pathological condition 
before and those set up by the ray 
which time and experience will alone 
tell, we have at least a fact that 
Roetgen ra; does have a positive ther- 
apeutic value.

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Puerperial Eclampsia. 


J. T. FARRAR, M. D., BERKELEY, CAL, 


DUERPERIAL Eclampsia was orig- 
inallyof rare occurrence, not more 
than 23 per cent. of reported cases. 
It is a pathological condition char- 
acteristic of civilization. 
So far as we are able to learn no 
cases occur among the aboriginees. 
It is more frequent now than one 


hundred years ago. In my personal 


experience I have averaged 4 per cent. 


Causes may be divided into pre-dis- 


posing and determining. 
Albuminuria being present in all 
cases constitutes a symptom and not a 
cause, If albuminuria were a cause 
we would expect to find it in Bright’s 
disease and other similar affections. 
The amount of albumin increases as 
the convulsions recur, but it diminish- 
es in proportion as they diminish. 
Albumin found in the urine of a 


pregnant woman does not necessarily — 


call for a premature delivery, for, al- 


though there be albumin, it may not 


be followed by eclampsia. 

We are not engaged in advance to 
attend an obstetrical case and may 
not have the opportunity of investi- 
gating; but if 80 we might determine 
some of the conditions and in a meas- 
ure mitigate or probably prevent the 
eclampsia state. 

A highly nervous tension with pro- 
nounced albuminaria would call for 
close attention on the part of the at- 
tending physician, 

He should recommend out-door ex- 
ercise, tonics, animal diet and iron. 


As to treatment, 1 recommend the 
prevention, The accoucher can _ us- 


ually foresee the eclampsia state. “his 


will manifest itself in some localized 
pain, some very irritable, nervous con- 
dition, or something outof the ordi- 
nary. Thenis the proper time to 


treat. Usually hypodermic injections 


of morphia and atropia will be all that 
is required.’ This will vary from 4j to 
1 grain. If not marked I use } but if 
necessary to make an _ impression 


quickly I recommend the 3 and repeat 


if necessary. No routine treatment 
can be prescribed. 

It is generally conceded by modern 
writers that when called toa case of 
this kind the first thing to do is to put 


on tbe forceps and deliver immediate- 


This is open to criticism, for in the 
first place delivery may have taken 
place before the convulsion occurred. 

Second, emptying the uterus does 
not stop the convulsions. 


Thirdly, labor will advance right 


along whether the patient 1s conscious 
or unconscious. 

Convulsions, simply, do not consti- 
tute a case for forceps, neither are the 
forceps contraindicated. But each 
case is a law unto itself. | 

These cases are like all others. Some 
will call for instrumental interference, 
and some will do better without, 
Therefore, use the forceps the same as 
you would in other cases. 

When called to a case and the pa- 
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tient isin convulsions, I administer 


chloroform inhalations to diminish the 
irritability of the nervous centers 

The drug then that will be indicated 
more than any other is gelsemium. 
But it musi be given in heroic doses 
and repeated frequently. The maxi- 
mum, hypodermically, would be 3ss. 
But I usually give — xx, every half 
hour. 

Gelsemium will not disappoint you. 

Veratrum, atropine, pilocar pine, and 
similar vaunted remedies have, in my 
hands, proved of little value. Rectal 


injections of 3i. to Zii., of bromidia, di- 
luted with water will be of cons-dera- 


ble benefit. 


We have sometimes wondered how 
little attention the accoucher gives to 


these cases. As, for example, I was 


called in council to a case where the 
attending physician had done nothing 
except to attempt to administer bran- 
dy and coffee per mouth, the patient 
being unconscious and wholly incapa- 
ble of swallowing anything. One hy- 


podermic from my syringe arrested 


further convulsions. 


After controlling the convulsions, 
the next thing in orderis to put the 
patient in a comfortable condition. 
Tbe first thing to be thought of is to 
draw off the urine, And right here I 
wish to call attention to similar occs- 


sions where I think the physicians are 


very lax. If your patient is uncon- 
scious, dont forget this one essential. 
Do all the rest and don’t leave ihis 
undone. 


About the next thing in order will 


be to sponge and fan the patient, then 


use large quantities of water as vagin- 


‘al douches. 


Ifany more convulsions occur, I 


would repeat the above suggestions. 


My first case had eleven convulsions 
and terminated favorably after giving 
me some very valuable experience. 
When restored to consciousness and 
able to swallow, I would give all reme- 
dies per mouth. The patient should 
be kept quiet and have cheerful sur- 


roundings ahd be well nourished. The 
diet should consist principally of milk.

Specific Medidation.

i? is generally conceded by a large 
majority of medical men that the 
administration of remedies for the 


cure of disease is fraught wi ha great 


deal of uncertainty. 

If we look into the past history of 
medicine we find that many systems 
and theories have been advanced only 
to be discarded by succeeding theories. 


The lancet, today, rests in its case, a 


relic of a past generation; and people 
are beginning to learn that disease is 
not an entity to be removed by force, 
but a wrong of some of the life fune- 
tions of the body. 

Specific medication, an Ameircan 
product, born of electicism, extending 
over a peried of more than thirty 
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years, has stood the test of experience, 
and today there is almost an unanimi- 


ty of opinion among eclectics every- 


where that it is the most rational sys- 
tem of therapeutics. 


If the application of remedies to 


disease ts ever to assume a scientific 


basis it must be founded upon exact 


knowledge. Some one has defined 


science to be “Knowledge gained and 
verified by exact observation and cor- 


rect thinking.” If this be true we. 


have in specific medication the nearest 
approach to a scientific system of med- 
icine. Itis founded upon certainty 
and is not merely guess work and un- 
certainty. When remedy is admin- 
istered there is a definite end in view, 


and we may expect definite results, or 


in other words there are certain reas- 
ons or indications governing us in the 
use of remedies to disease which go 


far towards removing much of the un- 


certainty that is attached to the prac- 
tice of medicine. 

That a great amount of uncertainty 
exists now as in the past one has_ but 
to refer to the writingsof some of the 
leading therapeutists of the domizant 
school of medicine. 

We quote from Dr. H C. Wood, who 
wrote: “What today it to be believed 
is tomorrow to be cast aside. Such has 
been the law of advancement and 
seemingly must continue to be so. 
With whet a babble of discordant 
voices does it—medicine—celebrate 
its two thousand years of experience.” 

Another author, Wonderlich, in dis- 
cussing the science of therapeutics 
said: ‘Instead of exact observation 
we nowhere see anything but hastily 


taken notes; instead of demonstrated 
principles we have mere notions; in- 
stead of a strict exposition of the 
cause of effect we have useless defini- 
tions. Words void of sense and mean- 
ing, that is what we find everywhere.” 

Vircbow voiced a truth with regard 
to the dominant schooi of medicine 
when hesaid: “We have no rational 
system of therapeutics,” 

We claim for specific medication a 
rational system of therapeuties. It is 
founded upon a principle as unvarying 


as the laws of nature, viz: “That like 


causes produce like results.” Ifa cer- 


tain effect is produced by a certain 


remedy under certain conditions, the 
same effect will always be produced 
unger similar conditions. With this as 


a basis of our system of therapeutics, 


we at once see the necessity of a study 
that will associate the drug action with 
the disease expression. Sucha study 
we have in specific medication. | 
We claim that every disease has 


certain expressions or symptoms, which 
if rightly understood wiil interpret the 


true nature of disease. All will admit 
that there is an expression of joy, sor- 
row, grief, anger and shame. We 
know this to be true because we have 
learned to recognize them. Is it not 


as reasonable to suppose that disease 


has its outward manifestations as 
plainly as these, if we but learn to 
recognize them. So we have made our 
study along these lines and our suc- 
cess has been wonderful as a school of 
medicine. In fact specific medication 
is the characteristic feature of eclecti- 
cism today and no doubt it is to this 
doctrine more than anything else that 
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our school of medicine owes its present 
existence. 

Specific medication is founded on 
specific diagnosis. Their relation to 
each other forms a basis for a practic- 
al system of of therapeutics which has 
been eminently successful in the hands 
of eclectic physicians all over the land 
for there is a certainty that the old 
school never dreamed of in their palm- 
lest days. 

In order to rightly understand this 
subject one must possess an adequate 
knowledge of the anatomy and pbysi- 
ology of the healthy man. We must 


know the conditions of health if we 


expect to be able to determine the con- 
ditions of disease. For disease is 
nothing more than a departure from 
health. 
We study then the healthy living 
man and note the conditions. We 
study his general ‘makeup, ancestry, 
movements, environment and every- 


thing that will aid us in this direction. 


We observe the general contour of a 
healthy man, the exact figure, the 
muscular development, the clear skin 
and bright eyes. We recognize the 


agility of movement—the firm elastic 


step. We learn to know the appear- 
ance of healthy mucuous membrane— 
of the tongue which reveals in no 
small measure the condition of the 
stomach and almentary tract. We be- 
come familiar with the normal secre- 
tions and excretions of the body, and 
when we have made our study com- 
plete; when we have thoroughly 


learned the structure and functions of 
this wonderful piece of mechanism we 
call man in a condition of health, we 


say here is the standard from which to 
measure disease. The various phe- 
nomena which we observe In the con. 
ditions of health we might designate 
as the expressions of health. 

Now in our study of specific medi- 
cation we say there are not only ex- 
pressions of health but every disease 
has its expression also. The expres- 


sions of disease we call symptoms and 


they form our specific indications. 
Who has not noted the peculiar ex- 


pressions of joy, sorrow, anger or 


shame? We are enabled to recognize 
them at once because we are familiar 
with the accompanying symptoms. 
So with disease, we may be enabled to 
as easily recognize disease if we are 


acquainted with its outward expres- 


sions or symptoms. Of course many 
diseases have symptoms in common, 
as the increase of temperature and 
rapid pulse peculiar to all fevers; but 
there are always associates which dif- 
ferentiate and show us the true ail- 
ment. 

When we have learned the expres- 
sions of disease, our next study is to 
find a remedy or treatment that will 
meet this condition and by removing 
it, restore again the normal function. 
Or in other words meet the specific 
condition with the specific remedy. 


This to my mind forms a basis on 


which to build a rational system of 
therapeutics. 

Specific medication is the study that 
teaches the relationship existing be- 
tween drug action and disease expres- 
sion. We learn that a certain drug is 
curative under certain conditions and 
we always employ this drug under 
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similar conditions. If we can estab- 
lish this fact in one or more cases it is 
in the line of rational scientific thera- 
peutics. 

Thousands of physicians bave used, 
and are using to-day, our specific 
aconite, gelsemium, belladonna, rhus 
tox, bryonia, phytolacca, ipecac, and 
others for their well known specific 
indications, with the most flattering 
results, and are willing to attest their 
certainty in relieving the conditions 
for which they are prescribed. 

The study of drug action is 1 very 
essential part of our system of practice, 
and the more thorough we become in 
this direction the greater will be our 
chances for success. | 

Our aim should be to obtain a ther- 
apeutrical diagnosis of disease. We 
mean by this that when we observe 
expressions or symptoms of disease 
they at once begin to speak to us of 
remedies that will meet the indications 
and prove curative. When we see a 
case of fever with flushed face, bright 
eyes, contracted pupils, increased heat 
of head, with restlessness, we cannot 
help but think of gelsemium., Or 
when we see the deep red or brown 
tongue we cannot help but associate 
this condition with the indicated rem- 
edy, muriatic acid. The white pasty 
tongue, pale mucous membranes calls 
for sulphite of soda. So itis with the 
entire list of remedies. The specific 
medicationist soon learns to associate 
the specific remedy with the special 
indication for it, and by so doing the 
practice becomes rational and success- 
ful. 

The action of a drug is determined 


partly by noting its action in a condi- 
tion of health, partly by experimenting 
upon the sick and partly by empiricism. 
A drug having a certain affinity for 
some part of the body when given in 


a state of health, we are apt to think 


of such drug in diseased conditions of 
said part and in many instances it 
ploves curati.e. Ipecac in large doses 
produces vomiting, but in small medic- 
inal doses it relieves an irritable 
stomach. 

When a drug is administered it is 
first assimilated, and then enters the 


circulation to be carried throughout 


the body exerting its force on some 
particular part or organ. 

- Some remedies exert their force on 
the nervous system, some on the kid- 
ueys, some on the skin, some on the 
liver and some have combined forces. 
Some remedies are cbemical in their 
action. We may not Le able to always 
understand the mode of action of a 
remedy, but if we become acquainted 
with the results and the conditions 
under which the action is brought 
about it is sufficient. 

We observe the same law in the 
natural forces. Who does not recog- 
nize the power of electricity? Yet 
who can explain the secret of that 
power. It is a silent force that works 
unseen. But it draws our loads and 
becomes the ‘messenger boy’ for a 
large portion of the human race. 

By studying the natural forces we 


learn that under certain conditions we- 


may expect certain results. That “like 
causes produce like results.” If this 
be true in other branches of science 
why not in medicine. We believe that 
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the action of drugs is as much a force 


as steam, electricity or 
What we want 
familiar with that force that we may 
rightly apply it in our application of 
remedies to disease. As with the nat- 
ural forces the conditions being known 


dynamite. 


we are able to predict the action of a 


drug with certainty. 

The general aim of the specific med- 
icationist is to aid the life powers in 
restoring the normal functions of the 


body. By this system we assist nature 


in bringing about an equilibrium be- 
tween the destructive and constructive 
forces of life. This may be accom- 
plished by removing the existing cause; 
or by supplying something that is 
lacking. The action may be chemical, 
transforming some irritating or poison- 
ous substance into a harmless product. 

The eclectic school of medicine has 
made grand progress in the study of 
action, aud to-day we have scores 
of remedies whose specific indications 
are known and can be used in the 
treatment of diseases with a degree of 


certiinty second to no other system of 


therapeutics. 

While we have not yet reached per- 
fection in our study of specific thera- 
peutics, yet we are proud of what has 
been accomplished in this direction, 
and we believe the time will come 
when every part of the body may be 
reached in a specific manner. 

We are convinced that the study of 
remedies with this end in view is the 
proper method of study, To learn the 
action of a remedy and how and when 
to apply it specifically is knowledge 
bordering on the scientific. 


is to become more 


While we believe that specific medi- 
cation is the most rational system of 
therapeutics, our attempt to apply 
remedies successfully in all cases and 
under all circumstances is often fraught 
with much difficulty; for the higher 
mental faculties are so sensitive, so 
subject to varying influences, that 
each case must be a particular study. 
Hence, idiosyncrasy, and individuality 
play an important part in every man- 
ifestation of disease, In the child we 
usually find symptoms true to nature; 


and the same is true to a large extent 


in the adult; butin old age the various 
functions of the body are liable to im- 
pairment, often rendering the diagno- 
sis more difficult. But even here we 
have in specific medication the safest 
and best mode of treatment. 

In the practice of specific medication | 
we should aim to apply the single 
remedy as far as possible. We much 
prefer the “rifle” to the ‘‘shot-gun 
prescription.” 
is more scientific. 

Whenever it is possible we find the 
basic or primary lesion, apply the pro- 
per remedy and the whole morbid con- 
dition will pass away. | 

Another feature of this system of 
practice is that the smallest possible 
dose is given that will accomplish the 
desired purpose. 

It is surprising how small a dose of 
the indicated remedy is sometimes re- 
quired to accomplish the desired pur- 
pose. Take specific aconite for exam- 
ple, a remedy which when given in 
large doses is a powerful poison, de- 
pressing the heart action and produc- 
ing constriction of the throat. This 


It is more accurate, it 
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remedy in minute doses is our best 
sedative, and according to the teach- 
ings of Drs. Scudder and Locke, is 
stimulating rather than depressing in 
its action. Specific ipecac isa remedy 
whose specific action is best obtained 
by administering in small doses. We 
have, time and time, administered the 
remedy for the relief of an irritable 
stomach with the best results, by add- 
ing two drops of sp. ipecac to half 
glass of water and of this give half 
teaspoonful every thirty minutes. 

We sometimes meet with failures in 
the use of specific remedies because 


there is some functional impediment 


to their entranee into the medium of 
circulation, hence they are not assimi- 
lated. In such cases it would be 


rational treatment to first use such 


means us will remove the morbid con- 
dition and then follow wlth the indi- 
cated remedy. 

Then again our success depends to 
a considerable extent upon conditions 
present. Let us take a case of insom- 
nia. Our efforts to produce sleep may 
be entirely unavailing, simply because 
we have not associated with our sopor- 
ifics the conditions favorable to sleep. 
must have menta] repose, bodily 
comfort, a sufficient degree of warmth, 


a certain amount of fatigue in some 


cases, combined with perfect quietude 
and a dark room and then we may be 
assured of results. This is not only 
true with regard to our management 
of insomnia, but in almost every dis- 
ease we find it necessary to observe 
certain conditions if we expect success 
to crown our efforts. | 

It should be our aim at all times to 


let positive knowledge take the place 
of uncertainty whenever it is possible 
to do so. Modern therapeutics no 
longer rests upon the mere supposed 
action of drugs; we want positive 
knowledge. We do not care to fall 
into the error of those who would say 
that “acids have been found useful in 
typhoid fever” or that “alkalies have 
been used with beneficial results in 


rheumatism.’ Specific medication 


teaches plainly the conditions under 


which the acid or the alkali will prove 
curative. By its researches and teach- 
ings we are enabled to replace mere 
guess work in therapeutics with a sys- 
tem that is rational, founded upon 
clinical experimentation. It is far 
superior in my judgment to that 
method whereby the student must go 
to the bedside with his head crammed 
full of nosology, confounded, bewil- 
dered, unable to apply with any sys- 
tem of certainty his therapeutic meas- 
ures. No wonder so many fall into 
the routine of empirical practice with 
little if any faith in medicine. 

What we want then is not so mucha 
nosological diagnosis, as a therapeuti- 
cal diagnosis. One that will point out 
some rational means of cure; a system 
that will make plain to every student 


of medicine how to apply his treatment 


from the standpoint of reason. Such 
a system we have in specific medication. 

It is pleasant, it is safe, it is reason- 
able, it is successful and to my mind 
forms the only rational system of ther- 
apeutics.— Medical Outlook. 


Smallpox is epidemic in Glasgow, 
more than 100 cases being in hospital. 
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Cholera Infantum.

LL cases of diarrhea in children 
under two years of age are not 
cholera infantum, no more than all 
cases of sore throat are diphtheria. 

Diagnosis — Cholera infantum is 
classed under two heads, acute and 
chronic. We will first consider the 
acute; it is very fort:nately rarely met 
with. The term should be applied 
only to those cases in which the child, 
previously healthy, or suffering per- 
haps from a mild form of indigestion, 
is suddenly seized with severe vomit- 
ing or purging, emaciation being rapid, 
and prostration marked from the out- 
set of the attack. At first, {here 18 
catarrhal diarrhea; this may continue 
for 24 hours, then vomiting; the pa- 
tient 1s restless, the thirst is intense, 


the mouth dry, temperature 103 to 


104, with collapse; extremities become 
cold, the skin cool, the auxilliary tem- 


perature is lowered, the rectal temper-_ 


ature increases to 105 to 106, the 
restlessness continues, the fontanells 
become depressed, the eyes sunken, 
the face pinched, the brows drawn, 
the urine diminishes in amount or may 
disappear entirely, brain symptoms en- 
sue, so called hydrocephaloid symp- 
toms follow, rolling of the head, stra- 
bismus, turning in of the thumbs and 
later convulsions; stupor followed by 
coma develops in the fatal cases, If 
the patient does not die in collapse, 
marasmus develops, ulceration of the 
cornea may take place, there are edema 
and blood extravasation under the 


skin; the child emaciates and withers. 
On aceount of the weak heart, exbaus- 
tion, pulmonary atelectasis, or bron- 
chopneumonia may occur. The age, 
the season, the presence of catarrh, 
with collapse and other symptoms, 
render the diagnosis easy. 

Cause—The exact nature of cholera 
infantum has not been proven but 
analogy pvints to its being a toxic 
condition produced by the absorption 
from the intestinal tract of some special 
toxin, originating in fermenting or de- 
composing food. The prolonged heat 
of July and August appears to be a 
distinctly predisposing factor. Infants 
living under faulty hygienic conditions 
and supplied either with injudicious 
dietary, or with milk food, in the pre- 
paration of which due care has not 
been taken, appear to be among those 
most prone to the attack. We seldom, 


if ever, find it where the chilu is 
nourished entirely from breast milk. 


In the majority of cases, there has 
been more or less severe antecedent 
disorder of the gastro-intestinal tract. 
There are very few changes found after 
death, either in the intestinal canai, or 
in any of the organs. The only lasion 
present may often be a desclimative 
catarrh of the gastro-intestinal tract. 
In those cases which develop hydro- 
cephalic symptoms, the appearance 
found after death bears no proper re- 
lation to the gravity of the disease. 
The kidneys are generally found paler 
than usual, with a moderate cloudy 
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swelling of the cortex, but not to a 
oreater extent than may be present in 


other febrile disorders of infancy. The 


earlier symptoms may, therefore, be 
reasonably ascribed to the influence of 
some toxin upon the heart, nerve cen- 


ters and vasometer nerves of the intes-. 


(ines, while the later symptoms must 
be referred to the abstraction of serous 


fluid from the body. The prognosis 


hould be guarded; the higher the 


rectal temperature, the younger the 
infant, the hotter the weather, the 


more unhygienic the surroundings, the 

more hupeless the case. 
Treatment—The temperature shculd 

be contriulled to a degree by bathing. 


Prof. Thomas advises hot water and. 


fanning; other authors advise the cold 
hath. I have got the best results by 
use of the hot bath, with fa:.ning, to 
the body and limbs, and the cold pack 


to the head if there are brain compli- 


cations. The vomiting and purging 
are controlled by the use of specific 
aconite and ipecac, each 5 drops to 4 
ounces of water, a teaspoonful every 
30 minutes. For the toxic effect of the 
toxin, I believe that there is no drug 
that can be compared to echinacea in 
this disease. You may combine with 
echinacea any of the specific medicines 
that are strongly indicated; the dose 


to be guarded according to the fre- 
quency with which it is given. Give 
of echinacea from 2 to 5 drops every 
30 minutes, alternating with the acon- 
ite and ipecac. As the severity of the 
disease ameliorates, lengthen the time 
between the doses of medicine. 

To sustain the patient and to over- 
come the devitalizing effecis of the 
serous discharges, use hypodermic in- 
jections into the cellular tissues of a 
sterilized caline solution, 45 grains of 
sodium chloride to the pint of waters 
One-half pint or more of this solution. 
may be injected at once into the sub- 
cutaneous tissue of the thigh, abdomen 
or buttock; the injection may be twice 
a day. ‘The intense thirst may be 


largely overcome by the use of saline 


rectal injections, also by the frequent 
administration of small particles of ice, 
and by highly diluted muriatic acid. 
All food should be withheld for 24 


hours, then given gradually. 


I believe that this treatment prop- 
erly carried out, will render the lowest 
mortality of any treatment I have seen 
offered, 

Chronic cholera infantum is a mis- 
nomer, and refers to the intestinal dis- 
ease that sometimes follows an attack 
of cholera infantum, and should be 
treated according to specific indica- 
tions.— Eclectic Medical Journal.

4. The main things for a country 
doctor to know is how to handle fevers 
and stop pain; how to handle an emer- 


gency and act promptly ; also how not 
to say too much. 


5. Flattery never pays in the long 
run. Do not cail the homely, dirty 
child lovely, or make the granny think 
she knows it all. 

6. Don’t be in a hurry to tell peo- 
ple that they cannot be cured. When 


asked by ‘Squire Pike, who has “rhu- 


matiz,”’ if you can cure him, say: ‘‘Oh, 
possibly,” and talk of something else, 
or tackle his case at once. 


7. Itis not well to seem anxious to 


get cases. Itis better to seem to be 
overloading yourself by accepting 
them. 


8 There are plenty of old chronics 


everywhere who never get well simply 
because they never took treatment or 
medicine perseveringly enough. 

9. If you refuse to treat these peo- 
ple at first, and state that your only 
reason is because you think they will 
not stay with you long enough, at last, 
when they do take your treatment, 
they may improve somewhat by faith, 
if not by the medicine. _ 

10. Once I said toa patient: “Here 
is the medicine that, if rightly taken, 
can cure a case like yours, but I might 
as well throw it away as give it to 
you, for you will forget all about it in 
three days.’ 

11. Wherever suppuration is pres- 
ent, or possible, give calcium sulphide, 
1 grain every half to one hour. 

12. Ifa patient is slow to get well 


under your treatment, never take a 
particle of blame to yourself, and, by 
all means, never blame the medicine 


if there is a way out. 


13. If Mr. A. gets fresh air and red 
tablets, and the fresh air saves his life, 


give the glory to -the wisdom that 


selected the red tablets. 
14, Folks don’t like to pay doctor 


bills for being told to eat this or that, 


do so and so, and getting lectured on 
hygiene, whereas they pay them bet- 
ter when drugs are furnished with a 
rather lavish hand. 

15. Patient remarks: “Doctor, 
youre furnishing lots of medicine.” 
Your reply should be: “I know what 


you want. I understand your case. I 


prescribe confident that all the med- 
icine will be required.”’ 

16. To the child with enlarged 
glands, give hydroiodic acid, Fowler’s 
solution, calcium hypophosphite and 
podophyllin, with iron and quinine if 
required. 

17. If complexion is bad, give 
alnuin, boldine, and sodium phos- 
phates. the last 311) or more per day, 
and locally a solution of bichloride of 
mercury (1 to 200) mixed in alcohol 
and water. 

18. Possibly, corns are not very 
far from being a skin rheumatism, for 


they are usually present in rheumatic 
patients, and the salicylates locally 
are of benefit.

Prevention of Stitch Abscess. 


Maylard (Anaals of Surgery, Janu- 
ary, 1902) holds that in the practice of 


modern operative surgery there are 


two, and probably only two, precau- 
tions where doubt must always exist 
as to the certainty on which a perfectly 
aseptic result may be expected. These 
two precautions deal with (1) the con- 
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dition of the surgeon’s hands, and (2) 


the cundition of the parts to be oper- 


ated upon; or, in other words, the state 
of the skin and deeper tissues. Con- 
vinced by the results of experiments 
that infective micro-organisms are de- 
rived from the sudoriferous and seba- 
ceous glands of the surgeon’s hands 
the author advocates a precaution 
founded on the physiological basis of 
exciting these glands of the skin to act 
freely before the commencement of 
the operation. In the method de- 
scribed in this paper the hands are 
submerged for from five to ten minutes 
in water as hot as can be conveniently 
borne. The soddened surface epithe- 
lium having been removed by massage 
of the hands under water and the use 
of ordinary soap, the hands are finally 
rinsed in warm carbolic lotion (1 to 40). 
Iu the preparation of the operator's 
hands “soaking,” it is tersely as- 
serted, “is better than soaping.”’ The 
author’s method of sterilizing the skin 
and deeper tissues of the patient is 
based on the fact that it is possible to 
salivate a patient by the inunction of 
the surface of the abdomen with mer- 
curial ointment. Sucha result proves 
that the agent applied is carried by 
natural channels—certainly the lym- 
phatics—so as to produce an effect 
upon a comparatively distant region 
elsewhere. So long as the agent is 
kept in contact with the skin, so long 
will these channels be engaged in 
transmitting it to other parts. It is 
inferred that when an operation is per- 
formed on parts whose lymphatics 
contain such a potent bactericidal 


agent as mercury, this should not only 
prove destructive to any micro-organ- 
isms with which it might come into 
direct contact, but its presence should 
still further render the normal tissue 
unfit for the multiplication and devel- 
opment of these bodies, The author 
describes fully his method of prolonged 
application of lanolene-oleate of mer- 


cury ointment to the skin over the seat 


of operation, and states that, according 


to the results of careful scientific and > 
clinical investigation, whilst chemical 


examination failed to afford any pos- 
itive information, bacteriological inves- 


tigation proved a material diminution © 


in the number of micro-organisms, and 
the records of actual practice afforded 
incontestable proot of the value of the 


method.—Aritish Medical Journal. 


Blackmail. 


It is highly important that physi- 
cians should understand that there is 
a new species of blackmail coming into 


practice against them. This consists | 


in bogus suits for malpractice. In 
New York the evil has grown to such 
an extent that physicians have felt im- 
pelled to organize, and to seek insur- 


ance against such villany just as they - 


do against accident and death, 
The game is being worked especially 
by disreputable members of our sister- 


profession, the law. The scheme is 


for the lawyer, or “ambulance chaser, ” 
to frequent the hospitals, to drum up 
some impecunious patient who thinks 
he or she has a grievance against 
some physician or surgeon, and to in-

stitute a suit for malpractice. But 
actual trial is the last thing that a 
shvster wants. Such a lawyer is al- 
most as much afraid of a court room 
as a criminal is afraid of it. He is too 
well known in it, and too likely to 
come to grief before a righteous judge. 
What he wants is simply to seare the 


doctor into a ‘‘compromise,” and a 
ridiculously small sum will satisfy him. 


A suit that is based on a claim for 
$20,000 may sumetimes be settled “out 
of court’’ for one or two hundred. The 
whole scheme is blackmail wearing the 
livery of the law courts. 

The only thing fur a physician to 


do under these rather exasperating 


circumstances is to stand fight. He 
should under no circumstances back 
down aud offer to pay Lush money to 
a conspiracy of blackmailers. Let him 
reflect that if the suit ever comes to 
trial (as it never may) he can rely upon 
the support of his fellows and, in most 


- cases, upon the justice of the bench. 


We regret to say, however, that this 
latter prop has proved a broken one 
in some few cases. 

The New York Times recently printed 
a most helpful and enlightening edi- 
torial on this whole subject. It says 
that in England the law provides that 
when a person attacks the reputation 
of a physician in court he shall file a 
bond for the costs, and if the suit fails 
he is liable to an action for libel. This 


would be a good Jaw in America; but, 
in the absence of it, physicians should 
band together, by means of their county 
and other societies, to protect them- 
selves from what is growing to be 
an Outrageous system of blackmail.—

Anesthesia in Obstetrics. 


Partridge lays down the following 


rules in the Prowdence Medical Journal 


as to the use of anesthetics in obstetrics: 

The anesthetic should be given dur- 
ing the latter part of the second stage. 
If its administration is begun during 
the latter part of the first stage and 
the beginning of the second, altogether 
too much would in many cases be given, 
for these two periods may last for 
hours. When the head is well down, 
nearly or quite upon the perineum, the 
pains become more frequent and more 


severe Now is the time for the anes- 


thetic. It should be given with pain. 
Chloroform may be given on a hand- 
kerchief or napkin, folded and held at 
some distance from the face. 
One fact worthy of notice in connec- 
tion with the whole subject of anes- 


thesia in labor is that whether the. 


anesthetic has been given the obste- 
trical degree only or pushed to the 
surgical degree, vomiting almost never 


occurs, So rare is it that when seen 


it always attracts attention and sug- 
gests some complications, 

Besides the use of anesthetics in 
labor, and for obstetrical operations 
as already mentioned, their employ- 
ment is usually recommended in cases 
of eclampsia to control the convulsions. 
Experience, however, would indicate 
that anesthesia fails in these cases un- 
less it 1s continuous, because during 


the convulsion respiration ceases, only 


to begin when the patient is coming 
out of the seizure. None of the anes- 
thetic vapor is inhaled, and no cessa- 
tion of the convulsion can therefore 
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result from the exhibition of an anes- 
thetic. In order to control the seizures 
the chloroform must be given in the 
period of quiet between the attacks, 
and this is hardly advisable until the 
anesthesia is to be made complete for 
operative interference. 

Ceitain other agents have some 
anesthetic power. Among these chlo- 
ral holds the highest place, and is 
lauded highly in many of the text- 
books, although the writer’s use of it 
has been disappointing. It is usually 
recommended to give it during the 
first stage, to relieve the nagging pains 
and to relax the rigid cervix, which 
often delays progress. The dose usually 
civen is 15 grains every twenty or thirty 
minutes for three doses. The writer 
has given it in this way in a number of 


cases, and has found that it was often 


vomited, and when retained seemed to 
have no analgegic or relaxing effect. 


In the cases of rigid cervix, nothing. 


acts as well as a hypodermic of } grain 
of morphine with 1-150 atropine. The 
patient usually sleeps two or three 
hours, and when she awakens and the 
pains begin, the cervix relaxes and the 
labor proceeds satisfactorily. No ill 
effects seem to follow this treatment. 
—Abstract Therapeutic Gazette.

Radiotherapy in Oancer. 


W. J. Morton, in N. Y. Med. Rec., 


presents the following conclusions on 


this subject: 


1, Radiotherapy broadens our con- 
ceptions of the possibillities of the 
therapeutics of modern medical science. 
_ 2. The x-ray has a general applica- 
tion for the relief of pain. 


3. As to technique, a standardiza- 


tion as to apparatus and its capacity, 
and as to duration and frequency of 


treatments and distance of the tube is 


recommended to operators. 

4. The x-ray has a curative effect in 
internal cancer and other internal dis- 
eases. 


5. For superficial diseases a medium 


soft tube may be used; for internal 
cases a hard tube. The hard tube is 
applicable, however, in all cases. 

6. X-radiation is recommended 
prior to any operation, to clear the 
tissue of cancer particles and foci, and 
to circumscribe the disease. © 

7. X-radiation may be recommended 
in place of an operation, and may be 
preferable to one for the reason that 
operation secures but a comparatively 
moderate percentage of permanent re- 
coveries, and because up to date the 


x-ray shows a continued improvement 
in cases, and a percentage of cures 
which will compare favorably with 
surgical operations. | 

9, There is danger to the patient or 
uncertainty as to what might be ac- 
complished when the x-ray is em- 
ployed by immature operators. 

10. In x-radiation we possess more 
nearly a solution of curing cancer than 


by any other method of treatment.

Although the materia medica 
abounds in drugs having a diuretic 
uction but few of them can be consid- 
ered pure diuretics, the majority pro- 
ducing their effect in an indirect man- 
ner. Among the pure diuretics theo- 
bromine has been extensively em- 
ployed in late years in the form of the 
salicylate, This preparation, however, 
is not free from irritating effect upon 
the gastro-intestinal tract owing to 


the contained salicylic acid, and for 


this reason Dr, Impens, of Brussels, 
after considerable experimentation 
succeeded in producing a double salt 
of theobromine sodium and acetate of 
sodium, to which the name agurin has 
been given. This preparation has 


been made the subject of extensive 


clivical studies in the clinics of Pro- 
fessors von Litten, of Berlin, Destree, 


of Brussels, Buchwald, of Breslau, and 
von Ziemssen, of Munich. The results 
of these tests have shown that in the
